2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 5-7, 15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Pickford (6,261,625) as set forth in paragraph no. 7, Paper No. 

20071218. 

4. Claims 3, 4, 8-14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Pickford in view of Rapp et al (4,469,708) as set forth in paragraph 
no. 9, Paper No. 20071218. 

5. Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Pickford in view of Pilgrim et al (6,103,276) and Scheideler et al as set forth in 
paragraph no. 10, Paper No. 20071218. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed June 10, 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant's remarks with respect to Pickford are completely without 
merit. Example 6 of Pickford discloses a coated scrambled egg product and provides 
an example of a coating, which just happens to be a batter as a result of the presence 
of starch and binder therein. Additionally, col. 1 , lines 1 0-1 3 discloses that the core 
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products in Pickford are coated with a batter. Additionally, Ex. 14 of Pickford discloses 
a scrambled egg product that is shaped for coating thereby making it inherent that a 
coated scrambled egg product is well known. Again, the coating is a batter, as 
explained in col. 1, lines 10-13. Although Rapp et al may not produce scrambled egg 
products per se, as applicant contends, Rapp et al is merely applied as a secondary 
reference, as explained in paragraph no. 9 of Paper No. 20071218, as is analogous to 
and properly combinable with Pickford as both relate to preparation of egg products. 
Lastly, although Pickford does not include omega-3 fatty acids, as applicant argues. 
Pilgrim et al and Scheideler et al clearly recognize the benefits of including omega-3 
fatty acids in egg products, e.g. scrambled egg products, and thus render it obvious to 
the skilled artisan to prepare such egg products with the added benefits obtained from 
the presence of omega-3 fatty acids.
